I am writing to request permission to use the following quotation 
from the Wh itewash series as an epigraph in a book of mine to be 
published shortly by Latitudes Press (ed. , Robert Bonazzi, 35iL 
Lafayette Ave. , Austin, Texas 78722), Citizen's Arrest : The Dissent 
of Penn Jones , Jr., in the Assassination of JFK . 

Above all, the Report leaves in jeopardy the rights of all 
Americans and the honor of the nation. 

Elsewhere in my book I have used excerpts from two letters that you 
wrote to me in 197^, one dealing with Jones's tendency toward para- 
noia and the other concerning Ted Kennedy's candidacy for national 
office. (Correction: the letter concerning Kennedy was from 1972.) 

I'm hopeful that you will give permission for me to use the quote 
above as an epigraph. Please let me reassure you that my book, to 
which I've devoted more than tvo-and-cne-half years of meticulous 
effort, takes a balanced (and often critical) view of Penn Jones and 
his work regarding the assassination. Whatever the man's excesses 
(and they are fully elaborated in the book), his story is one worth 
telling. 

(I recently gave another public presentation on the assassination 
question here -in Mo re he ad City — attended by some 35 persons. A 
bibliography is enclosed.) 

Let me say that I am amazed at the scope and continuity of your work. 
Surely you are encouraged by the re-opening of the investigation in 
the Congress — a breakthrough that could not have occurred but for 
your unremitting work.
